The School 
and Health 


By Dr. Brice Belden. 
New that your child has had 


a good start in school it is well 
to observe how he or she, as | 
the case may be, is getting along. | 
Is your boy or girl progressing | 
as well as he should? Is he lag- 
ging behind the class? Does he) 
like school or does he rebel at go- 
ing? In skort, if everything con- 
cerning gis schooling is not pro- 
gressing smoothly, what is wrong? 

The average, healthy, normal 
child does not really dislike school. 
The curiosity instinct, the rapid 
expansion of the various mental 
faculties, the desire to measure up 
as well as his classmates, all com- 
bine to make him want to learn. 

To be sure he also wants to play. 
But a well-organized system of ed- 
ucation takes care of that and it 
does not make home work bur- 
densome. 

Usually if a child is not doing 
well, or simply hates school, or 
plays truant, there is a valid rea- 
son behind it that should be found 
out. And very often there is some- 
thing amiss with the child’s health 
that needs correcting. 

The most common organic de- 
fects to be met with in this con- 
nection are as follows: 

1. Eye strain, including near- 
sightedness, far-sightedness or as- 
tigmatism. If the child cannot 
see clearly and easily, either the 
blackboard or a book, he is likely 
to develop headaches, possibly 
even dizziness and nausea. If the 
symptoms are not so marked, at 
least the sight difficulty irritates 
him. Many nervous or retarded 
or unruly children suffer this way. 
A proper pair of glasses has often 


cured what seemed to be a hope- | 


less case of waywardness. 

2. Adenoids. 
tinous-like growth, looking like | 
grapes, behind the root of the nose.’ |. 
They interfere with the free 
passage of air into the lungs and 
therefore the child's proper sup- 
ply of oxygen is reduced. 

3. Enlarged and diseased tonsils. 
We all have tonsils, one on each 
side of the mouth, in the rear be- 
hind the lower teeth. But the 
tonsils may contain pockets of pus 
or be otherwise abnormal, in which 
case the body absorbs all sorts of 
poisons which affect the health 
and mentality of the individual. 

4. Carious teeth. Absorption 
from decayed teeth is as pernicious 
in its effects as absorption from 
diseased tonsils. 

&. Nutrition disorders. Food | 
proper in quantity, quality, vari- | 
ety and preparation is absolutely | 
essential if a child is to prosper 
at school. Children may suffer | 
from malnutrition when eating | 
aplenty because the diet is not | 
well balanced as regards proteins, | 
fats, carbohydrates and vitamins. 
Likewise children often eat too 
much and constipation, digestive 
troubles and mind sluggishness 
develop. 

Other organic defects are met 
with which handicap the schoo! 
child, but the five listed above are 
always to be thought of as possi- 
bilities. 

Sufficient sleep. of course, is 
always highly important, and in 
this connection it is well to men- 
tion the bad habit of studying 
right up to bed time or of playing 
excitedly just before retiring. 

Watch your child’s health al- 
ways, for children have a way of 
developing physical defects unex- 
pectedly. They may be sound today 
and six months from now reveal 
some trouble that requires atten- 
tion. 

The old saying about a sound 
mind in a sound body hvelds true 
now as much as it ever did.

Sauce. The heart can be stuffed 
and baked, then served with a 
brown sauce. Pig's liver is cheaper 
than any other, but if baked and 
served with a rich brown sauce it 
is delicious. Tails are good boiled 
in the sauerkraut. 

Hocks are good if well seasoned, 
cooked and served with cabbage, 
while the feet are nice cooked in 
the sauerkraut, or boiled and mold- 
ed in the liquor, then pickled. 

The brains are usually dipped in 
egg and crumbs and then fried, 
and the ears can be cooked and 
served with apple sauce or a green 
vegetable. The lips can L> season- 
e@ and cooked and served with 
Spinach cooked in the same water. 
Even the snouts are cooked, and 
when cold are rolied in egg and 
crumbs and fried—they are good 
with string beans.
